“Farming is in my blood,” said twenty-five year old Jonathan Eddy as he walked up a well-used 
farm road to a gleaming new red barn on his family farm in the Fabyan section of Thompson. 
A herd of black and white Simmental cattle raised their shiny heads from their deeply focused 


eating to greet him.

ddy, a graduate of Tourtellotte High School and 
Fis at Morrisville, NY, has the erect bearing of 

a young man, who is fit, alert and ready to work. 
He is an entrepreneur to the core. When he was 9, he 
planted pumpkins and vegetables and sold them in 
front of his home. He kept up the business until the ripe 
old age of 13, when we decided he was ‘tired of pulling 
weeds’ and began raising dairy replacement heifers. 

At 16, Eddy began buying beef cattle, which was 
the genesis of his current enterprise, New Boston Beef, 
LLC. a company that was formally incorporated in 
2008. The name of the business was chosen for historic 
and marketing reasons. Thompson is comprised of 10 
villages. Fabyan was called New Boston until 1916. 

“I chose the name, but sometimes it confuses 
people at the Farmer’s Market because they think it is a 
Boston company,” Eddy said with a shake of his head. 

Eddy’s cattle live in a clean, well-ventilated barn 
and graze in the rolling pastures surrounding the 
19th century Eddy homestead, where he lives with his 
parents, Ross Eddy, who works for USDA, and Susan, 

a physical therapist is employed by EASTCONN, as 
Jonathan says with a smile, his secretary and computer 
specialist. Little sister, Julia, rounds out the family 
support system by providing some comic relief for her 
hard-working brother. 

The Simmentals, selected for the quality of the 
meat they produce, are primarily on pasture in season 
and consume quantities of grass silage, fed to them

from large, round bales and cornmeal, which provides 
a balanced feed for energy and protein. In the 18- 
24 months they live at the farm Eddy cares for them 
diligently. 

When it is time for the cattle to be slaughtered, they 
are transported to Lemay @ Sons in Goffstown, NH, a 
USDA inspected plant that packages the meat in clear 
plastic wrap, called cryovac. The packaging allows the 
consumer to see the meat, which is sold at area farmer’s 
markets. 

“The farmers’ markets in Putnam, Coventry and 
Bozrah are the best outlets for my beef. I like getting out 






and talking with the customers and the other vendors. 


: I’m at the markets on Thursday, Friday and Sunday in 


the summer,” he added. 
At the markets, Eddy noted that older people like to 
talk about the farms they visited in their youth. Other 


: patrons question him closely about how he treats his 


animals. Eddy, a naturally quiet man who stands with

Any day of the week, you can find neighbors chatting 
as they choose their Cabernet or pick up a cold bottle 
of local Sharpe Hill Chardonnay. "The atmosphere here 
is different from most package stores," says owner and 
proprietor Mary Patenaude. "We have an extensive wine 
selection from around the world but we also have a 


pretty good imported beer and liquor selection as well." 


Every Saturday you can stop by for a tasting. Usually, 
you can try two to four different wines or sometimes 
a liquor. New products are often introduced during 
Saturday tastings. “Our vendors are constantly trying 
us on new wines,” explains Mary, “They host tastings 
seasonally for the trade, which we attend.” 


She also keeps up with the ever-changing industry by 
reading Wine Spectator and other trade publications. 
Although known for its selection of fine wines and 
spirits, Pomfret Spirit Shoppe is a place where you can 
buy Bud Light as well as vintage Burgundy. They also 
stock locally produced wines by Sharpe Hill and Taylor 
Brook vineyards. Best of all, when in doubt, you can get 
good advice on your selection. Mention something that 
you like to Mary or to friendly, helpful salesperson Bette 
Spielvogel and you will be steered in the right direction.

Something new the Shoppe offers is specialty Gift 
Baskets, which can include wine, liquor, or beer plus 
glassware and other accessories. The Shoppe can also 
assist in planning for parties or special events, such 
as weddings or even cocktail parties at your home. 
This service includes helping make beverage choices, 
estimating how much alcohol is necessary for a certain 
number of people, and even recommending bartenders. 
The Pomfret Spirit Shoppe is often tapped to help with 
charitable events and fundraisers, including beer and 
wine tastings hosted by local organizations (see events 
below) such as the Exchange Club of Northeastern 
CT. They are also members of the NECT Chamber of 
Commerce and the Pomfret Proprietors. And for thirty 
years, the Spirit Shoppe has served as the box office for 


the Performing Arts of NECT (the Three C's: Community 
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Cultural Committee), taking calls for reservations and 
selling tickets for this non-profit group. 

The historic building that houses Pomfret Spirit 
Shoppe has always been a gathering place. According to 
Mary, during the 1800s the current owner, blacksmith 
Richard Clemens, wanted a larger house, so he moved 
and attached a former one-room schoolhouse. This 
became his summer kitchen..."a gathering place for all 
the neighborhood children, for parties and dancing and 
for warming up after sledding down the hill out front 
into Woodstock." 

In 1948, the property was sold to Erik Ryhanen and 
the summer kitchen became a package store. In 1951, 
Bernard and Edna Patenaude, who owned and ran City 





Hotel in Webster, 
MA, for fifteen 
years, bought 

the property 

and commenced 

to expand the 
business, adding 
walk-in coolers and 
more storage. In the 
1960s, they nearly 
doubled the size 

of the retail space. 





This area became 
the Wine Shed and 
the tradition began of stocking and selling more than 
1,000 different kinds of domestic and imported wines, 

as well as many fine imported and domestic liquors 

and beer. The Patenaude's son, David, and wife, Mary, 


: purchased the business and property in 1979, just after 


a devastating fire ruined all of the inventory and could 


: have destroyed the house had it not been for a brick 
: wall that was part of the old schoolhouse. Since then, 


the second generation of Patenaudes has continued the 
family business into its 58th year of ownership under the 
Patenaude family name.

Undeniably, Northeast Connecticut is scenic. It is a lovely place to raise a family. It offers quaint towns and beautiful country 
roads. Sometimes, though, it may seem that there isn’t much to do. Not so for the hundreds of weekend warriors blazing trails 
through the woods on their mountain bikes. According to them, the one thing that the Quiet Corner can offer them in abundance 
is a place to ride. In other words, these bikers are surrounded by their ideal playground.

“There is nothing like covering twenty miles 

and seeing nothing but forest,” said Liz Allen, 

a Cat 1 (expert level) mountain bike racer. Liz, 
who has always been into sports, competing in 
track and field throughout high school, turned 

to cycling four years ago because it offered her a 
lower impact alternative to running. She started 
riding on her own, but quickly found the Tuesday 
night mountain bike ride organized by Danielson 
Adventure Sports, and soon after found the Route 
66 race series organized by USA Cycling. Liz was 
hooked. Her competitive nature made racing the 
obvious next step, and she hasn’t looked back. “It 








[biking] keeps me sane and fit at the same time,” 
says Allen, who enjoys racing because it forces her to 
push herself, but also for the atmosphere. “Everyone 
is out there to have a good time.”

ith several acres of gardens, overflowing 

in early autumn with flowers and the last 

vegetables of summer, Sunrun Gardens is an 
inspiring place for the husband and wife team, who 
have operated their family business at the Quaddick 
Town Farm Road location for nearly two decades. 

Sunrun Gardens provides flowers for weddings, 
showers and parties as well as dried arrangements 
throughout the year. Springtime brings a wide selection 
of plants, all organically grown, which are followed 
by an array of vegetables as the season progresses. In 
the heat of the day, when they can’t work outside, the 
Landry’s move into the shade of their work pavilion or 
into the cool of their shop to make the products they 
sell on a year-round basis. 

“You create something and the public responds,” 
said Lynn in describing the color combinations and 
products she and Al display in their shop. 

The Landrys are Thompson natives who live 
in alignment with their personal values. They don’t 
have a telephone nor do they purchase electricity, 
preferring instead to create their own through the use 
of photovoltaic cells. In summer, they cook with a sun 
oven and used a solar hot water heater for bathing and 
washing.

“Our inspiration comes from the 
gardens,” said Al Landry, owner 
with his wife Lynn of Sunrun Gardens in 
Thompson, as they look out on a pallet of 
colors that would make an artist swoon. 
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self-sufficient. We built our buildings. I make 
our Clothes. We Grow our food and heat with 
wood,” Lunn exPlained in a soft. confident voice. 






















One of Lynn’s sewing machines is run through an 


electrical inverter and the other is a foot powered treadle : 
machine. With them, she creates an array of handcrafted : 


items that express her sense of “doing things right” and 
her creative spirit. 

Al Landry’s family moved to Thompson and ran 
Matson Mills, a specialty plant that provided materials 
to weavers. Lynn, who learned to sew through the 4-H 
program, was fascinated by textiles and studied with 
a weaver before branching out on her own. As she 
became more and more accomplished, Al bought her a 
four-harness loom for their 25th wedding anniversary 
and she returned his generosity by weaving a coat for 
him. 

Landry’s weaving 
takes many forms. She 
creates purses, placements, 
pillows, table runners and 
scarves largely from 100% 
cotton. Patterns range from 
traditional Colonial-era 
designs to vibrant rainbow 
colors with intricate overshot 
weaving. Geometric shapes 
infused with texture and 
shading emerge the longer 
one looks at the piece of 
work. Landry’s weaving 
is artwork assembled into 
practical, useful items. 

“We work with colors. 
Our combinations come from 
looking at the garden. We 
noticed the yellow and purple 
flowers together and began to 
add that pairing to our tie-dye 7 
items,” Al said. 

Tie-dyed items abound at Sunrun 
Gardens and add a bright, light 
atmosphere to the retail shop. The 
Landry’s began tie dying t-shirts, socks and 
onesies, tiny one-piece garments for babies, 
and soon expanded into boxer shorts, 
scarves, bandanas, hats, bibs and towels. 

“We come up with a design we haven’t seen 
elsewhere. In tie-dye, it is a pinch, a spiral or a fold that 
makes the distinctive patterns,” Lynn Landry said in 
explaining the way the swirl of colors and images are 
printed on to fabric.

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By carefully moving her skilled fingers across an 
item of clothing or a piece of fabric, securing sections 
with elastic bands and then applying special high- 
quality dyes with squirt bottles, Landry creates an array 


combination of the precision of the 
pattern and the exuberance of the 
colors. 

“T tell Lynn to use wild 
colors,” said Al with a chuckle as 
he displayed a tie dye shirt he was 
wearing that was an mélange of 
yellows, black and red. 

Community spirit is deeply 
engrained in the Landry’s. 
Through the years they have 
served on dozen of committees 
in their town and have been 
elected, appointed or volunteer for 
many organizations. Lynn and 
five others work on the annual 
community art show 
which last year 
involved 75 artists 
with over 150 pieces 
of artwork. Proceeds 
from the event 
benefited TEEG, a 
local social service 
organization.

Al Landry will welcome customers to experience 
their sustainably grown products and share their 
commitment to the natural life in northeastern 
Connecticut.

Tony Pasiakos has been in the restaurant business for 32 years so he knew a good opportunity 
when he saw one last year, when he met with an architect in Boston to look at a restaurant 

design. Pasiakos did not want a new restaurant, he just wanted to spruce up his already popular 
Someplace Special. Located on Main Street in downtown Putnam, Someplace Special opened in its 
current location in 1983 and has been a local family favorite ever since. 


“We've been known for many years as a great 
pizza place,” says Pasiakos. “We have one of the most 
extensive choices for pizza from traditional to gourmet. 
We were the first in the area to offer gourmet pizzas and 
we were pioneers of wraps in the area. Today, our wraps 
outsell sandwiches and grinders.

Despite his restaurant's success, Pasiakos saw 
an opportunity for improvement. He watched a 
transformation happening in downtown Putnam’s 
restaurant business and knew the time was ripe for 
change. “We saw what was going on with the outside 
dining patio," says Pasiakos of the new outdoor seating 
across the street from Someplace Special. "It looked 
busy and people loved it because it was a new venue." 
Pasiakos had planned to renovate his restaurant's 
interior and expand the kitchen. He also wanted to 
refurbish the exterior and add a patio.
